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Council defends 
work on huts 
as project faces 
criticism over 
summer delays 


THE Vale Council has 
defended work going on at 
the Eastern Promenade in 
Barry after a local 
councillor said it was an 
embarrassment that the 
huts were not ready for the 
summer season. 

Coun Richard Bertin claimed 
that if the huts were not going to 
be ready, money should have 
been spent elsewhere - only for 
the Vale Council’s Lis Burnett to 
express surprise, because she 
believed he had effectively 
endorsed the venture by making 
suggestions regarding the huts. 

Coun Bertin said: “How 
much of an embarrassment it is 
for the Labour-led Vale Council 
for the beach huts not to be 
ready for this summer season. 

“This now means that these 
huts will not bring in revenue or 
jobs, as well as benefits for 
tourists this year and questions 
now must be asked on what has 
gone wrong. 

“I personally feel the money

could have been better spent 
elsewhere and agree with the 
majority of the general public 
who feel they are a waste of 
money. 

“We need strong leadership 
and so far we have seen very 
little. It is time this council got 
its act together!” 

Coun Lis Burnett, who is 
responsible for regeneration in 
the Vale, said at no stage had she 
received an official objection 
from Coun Bertin. 

“I was extremely surprised to 
hear Coun Bertin’s comments, 
particularly as in an email 
message in May he made 
suggestions for the use of the 
beach huts, but made no 
criticism of the scheme itself. 

“To my knowledge there have 
been no official objections 
received from him in relation to 
the beach huts at any stage of 
their development.” 


Coun Burnett did 
acknowledge that project delays 
had been frustrating, adding: 
“The weather and topography 
of the site have posed a 
challenge and only today 
(Monday this week) I was 
discussing the 25-metre long 
soil-nails that have been 
necessary to stabilise the earth 
above the amphitheatre. 

“Few can fail to see the scale 
and impact of the initiative and 
increasing numbers of people 
have contacted me to say how 
excited they are about the 
project - and how it will 
transform a previously derelict 
promenade. 

“We are now within touching 
distance of the scheme’s 
completion and I am receiving 
daily progress updates from the 
contractors. 

“We refuse to compromise on 
quality, as the new promenade 
will provide happy memories for 
future generations of visitors to 
Barry Island.” 


Barry’s wartime museum gets 
ready for Great War centenary 


LAST weekend, the 
Glamorgan 
Wartime Heritage 
Centre at Barry 
Island Railway 
unveiled new 

exhibits to 

commemorate the 
centenary of the 
outbreak of the 
Great War. 

These included a life- 
sized voluntary aid 
detachment nurse, a 
model of a Great War 
battlefield and a display 
board telling the story of 
former Royal Flying 
Corps pilot, Fit Lt Bill 
Bassett. 

Barry at War chair Ade 
Pitman explained: “As 
people enjoyed the 
unusually hot summer 
weather on the beaches 
around Barry, Europe 
was poised on the edge of 
a catastrophic war. 

Indeed, it is a little- 
known fact that some of 
the first shots of the war 
were actually fired from 


Barry; capturing German 
freighters destined for 
Cardiff docks. 

“There were no radio 
sets fitted to merchant 
vessels back then and the 
luckless crews had no 
idea that war had broken 
out. 

“By mid-September 
1914, many vessels had 
been stopped under the 
guns at Nell’s Point, with 
over 200 German seamen 
being detained. 

“Barry at War has 
been planning for the 
centenary of the Great 
War for over a year now, 
and donations from 
visitors have enabled us 
to purchase some more 
displays. 

“Our life-sized 

voluntary aid detachment 
nurse represents one of 
hundreds of these women 
who helped to run the 
Red Cross hospitals 
around Barry during the 
Great War. 

“There is a lot of 
information on the 
excellent website by Tom 


Clements on these 
hospitals, and we have a 
memorial plaque in the 
museum from one of 
them. 

“Our display about Fit 
Lt Bill Bassett celebrates 
the close links that Barry 
at War have with local 
Cadet organisations, as 
this former Royal Flying 
Corps pilot, who was 
shot down over France, 
was responsible for 
establishing Barry’s Air 
Training Corps 

Squadron. 

“Finally, our Great 
War battlefield model is 
nearly a metre long, and 
is designed to highlight 
the differences in 
uniforms and technology 
between the early part of 
the Great War and its 
conclusion. 

“As funds allow, the 
display will become 
more interactive, with 
display panels giving 
information about the 


things going on in the 
diorama. 

“As with all of Barry 
at War owned exhibits, 
these items are available 
on loan to schools or 
heritage groups, and 
many will feature in a 
display at Barry Library 
shortly. Volunteers from 
Barry at War will also be 
supporting the Porthcawl 
Great War event on 
August 2-3.” 

The Glamorgan 
Wartime Heritage Centre 
is located at Barry Island 
Railway Station, and is 
open Wednesday 

afternoons from 

2pm-4pm. 

It will also be open on 
Sunday, August 10, and 
for the Wartime Weekend 
on August 30-31 . To find

“The council is aware of this problem from 
previous years and has recently introduced a new car 
park signage scheme for the Splashpad which directs 
traffic away from St Brides Way to the Pencoedtre 
Playing Fields car park, located off Pencoedtre Road. 

“The scheme aims to improve traffic safety by 
reducing the seasonal parking load on St Brides Way, 
particularly from visitors who are new to the area.

Local schools 
are to change 
their opening 
hours during 
NATO summit 


SCHOOLS in the 
Vale have been 
advised to make 
adjustments to their 
times of opening 
during the NATO 
summit in early 
autumn. 

The North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation is 
meeting at the Celtic 
Manor Hotel in Newport 
from September 4 to 5. 

There are likely to be 
almost 12,000 people 
attending, including 
government figures from 
the 28 member 
countries, 10,000 

support staff and 1,500 
media representatives. 

Among the topics 
under consideration will 
be the crisis in the 
eastern Ukraine, and 
developments in 

Afghanistan. 

Cardiff Airport is the 
arrival point for many of 


the people attending the 
summit and the Vale 
Council has advised 
schools that there will be 
increased traffic on 
routes to the M4 and 
rolling road blocks will 
be deployed. 

Delegates will start 
arriving on the afternoon 
of Wednesday, 

September 3 and the 
morning of the next day, 
and they will leave on 
the Friday afternoon. 

The director of 
learning and skills at the 
Vale Council, Jennifer 
Hill, said: “Given the 
scale of the event, there 
will inevitably be some 
disruption to the 
transport network in the 
Vale. 


“The Vale Council is 
working with schools in 
the county to ensure the 
impact on children’s 
education is kept to a 
minimum. 

“In the run up to the 
summit each school is 
advising parents about 
the arrangements they 
have made during the 
summit. 

“Taking account of 
police advice many 
schools have decided to 
alter their start or 
finishing times when 
road congestion is 
likely.” 

Head teachers will 
advise parents by letter 
of the times they will 
operate.

‘My appointment as 
Welsh Minister and 
Whip is a privilege’ 


I N David Cameron’s 
reshuffle, I was made 
a Government 
Minister. In fact, I was 
given two roles, the first 
as a Minister in the 
Wales Office and the 
second as a Government 
Whip. 

I feel truly privileged to 
have been given these 
opportunities but I am 
determined to remain as active 
in Barry and across the rest of 
the Vale as I have always been. 

When ministerial 
appointments are made, there 
is no notice or ‘tip off’. I was 
in Parliament at a meeting with 
an energy company about their 
plans for a project in Barry. 

During that meeting, I had a 
text from the No 10 switch 
board, asking me to call an 
official who is based at 
Downing Street. When I 
called, I was asked to meet the 
Prime Minister in half an 
hour’s time. 

The appointment process is 
formal. I was invited to the 
Cabinet Room, where the 
Prime Minister reads out the 
role and sets out his priorities. 

Many have asked whether it 
is reminiscent of ‘Yes, 
Minister’. I suppose it is fair 
to say that there were some 
similarities but hopefully that’s 
where they end! 

Since then I feel as though 
my feet haven’t touched the 
ground but it has all been 
relevant to us here in the Vale. 

My first task was related to 
the Armed Forces’ Covenant. 
There was a meeting between 
Ministers from a range of 
government departments and a 
host of Armed Forces 
representatives.

The Government made 
commitments to help and 
support our servicemen and 
women and veterans in areas 
such as health and housing 
needs, as well as to support 
those leaving the services. 

This was a meeting to 
establish progress and to agree 
where additional focus needs to 
be given. This is absolutely 
relevant to our local heroes. 

The following day, I needed 
to present a briefing on the 
NATO Summit to the members 
of the South Wales Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The NATO summit will be 
the largest conference or 
summit that the UK has ever 
held. There will be 70 world 
leaders and a similar number of 
Foreign Ministers, Defence 
Ministers, and their Defence 
Chiefs. 

A total of 24,000 hotel room 
have been booked between 
Swansea and Bristol for 
delegates, journalists and 
others. The eyes of the world 


will be on south Wales. 

It is vital that we make the 
most of this opportunity. Local 
businesses rightly wanted to 
know how they could capitalise 
on the event. 

On Saturday the threat of 
storms came to the fore. There 
were telephone conference 
calls between various 
Ministers, government 
agencies and associated 
businesses to prioritise and 
confirm that all contingency 
actions were set in the right 
places to respond to the risks 
of floods and power 
breakdown. All went to plan. 

Then, earlier this week, we 
launched the National Citizen 
Service in Cardiff to encourage 
young people to volunteer and 
offer new opportunities. 

These were enlightening 
experiences, which gave me 
the first insight to the internal 
workings of government 
decision making. The 
proactive nature impressed me. 

At the same time, I was 
determined that my local 
activity here in the Vale would 
continue. 

Therefore, Saturday 
involved an early meeting with 
a Barry business looking to 
expand, opening a family fun 
day at Cadoxton and visiting 
two other summer fairs - one at 
Barry Rugby Club and the 
other at Llandow. 

It is also important that I 
continue my regular 
programme of door knocking 
to establish local feedback and 
issues and to offer help. 

All in all, it is an absolute 
privilege and delight to have 
been appointed to these roles. I 
plan to continue to serve local 
communities in a more ejfective 
way.

CARDIFF CROWN COURT REPORT by AJ SICLUNA 


Man (56) escapes jail 
sentence for child porn 


CHILDREN aged between 10 and 14 were 
seen on pornographic material when the 
police searched a flat in Barry. 

Gareth Hardwick (56) of Spring Street, Barry, was 
said to have been “living in squalor”. 

Hardwick had been convicted by Cardiff 
magistrates of 10 offences involving possessing 
indecent images of children, and making indecent 
images. 

A man with no previous convictions, he was 
sentenced to a community order of three years, 
involving a supervision order for that period and he 
was also directed to take part in a sex offenders’ 
programme. 

Judge David Hale said: “In many ways, this is a 
sad man living in squalor. He needs assistance and 
support.” 

He told Hardwick: “You must understand these 
are not victimless crimes. Some children somewhere 
have been subjected to horrendous experiences. 


“I’ve seen these images, and it was a totally 
upsetting experience. I’m prepared to give you one 
chance.” 

Prosecutor leuan Bennett said Hardwick didn’t 
have physical contact with any of the children and 
didn’t share images or distribute them with anyone 
else. 

He said the offences were discovered when the 
police went to his home and examined his computer. 

A total of 38 images were found, some in the 
highest category A and some as low as C. The 
children, said Mr Bennett, were aged between 10 and 
14. He said that Hardwick led a lonely lifestyle and 
he accepted to the police he “had something of a 
problem”. 

His solicitor, Christopher Evans, said: “He is 
willing to face up to everything and he is motivated.” 

He was ordered to register as a sex offender for 
five years, and he was made subject to a Sexual 
Offences Prevention Order for five years. 

The judge ordered that the computer be destroyed. 


Local man (24) had extreme 
pornography on home computer 


A CLEANER has been 
given a community order at 
Cardiff Crown Court after 
admitting possessing 
pornographic images on his 
computer. 

When 24-year-old Owen 
Roberts was arrested, he grabbed a 
knife and threatened to kill 
himself, said prosecutor Hash 
Salman. 

Roberts, of Barry Road, Barry, 
had been convicted by Cardiff 
Magistrates of 16 offences 
involving possessing indecent 
images and possessing extreme 
pornographic images. 

He was sentenced to a 
community order for three years 


involving a three-year supervision 
order. 

He was also ordered to register 
as a sex offender for five years, 
pay £200 costs, plus a victim 
surcharge of £100, and to observe 
a Sexual Offences Prevention 
Order. 

Judge David Hale told him: 
“You’ve only got one chance at 
this. If you come back for 
anything like this, you go to 
prison - do you understand?” 

He added: “Someone 

somewhere went through agony to 
provide you with this material.” 

Mr Salman said the offences 
were discovered on January 31, 
when police searched his home. 

There were 167 images and 25 


movies. 

The police were alerted, said 
Mr Salman, after discovering 
Roberts’ credit card information. 

Roberts said: “I have a 
problem. I’ve been downloading 
images and I need help. 

“My life is ending, and I’m 
going to kill myself.” 

With that, said Mr Salman, he 
grabbed a knife. Fortunately, the 
police persuaded him to put it 
down. 

His solicitor, Ann Griffiths, 
said: “He suffers from depression, 
and in the past self-harmed. 

“His response when arrested 
was a cry for help. He did not 
distribute any of the images.”

The service, which 
will last approximately 
30 minutes, will also 
take place at cathedrals 
and battlefields across 
the world, and even the 
Blackpool Illuminations 
will be turned off to 
mark this historic event. 

Westminster Abbey 
will be leading the 
nation with a First 
World War vigil liturgy 
which will be broadcast 


live on the BBC. 

The lights going out 
service, was inspired by 
a haunting remark by 
the (then) Foreign 
Secretary, Sir Edward 
Grey, who had just 
returned from telling 
parliament that war with 
Germany was 
inevitable. 

As he looked out of 
his office at Whitehall 
he saw the gas lamps 
being turned off in the 
street below, as an air 
raid precaution. He 
commented to a friend 
that: “The lamps are 
going out all over 
Europe, and we shall 
not see them lit again in 
our lifetime.” 

This was true for the 
hundreds of men and 
boys from the Vale who 
gave up their lives 
during the Great War 


‘Labour

REGIONAL AM 
Andrew RT Davies, 
has responded to 
Labour claims that 
Cardiff Airport is 
vital to the Vale 
economy.

The first domestic violence 
protection orders are granted 


POLICE in Bridgend have successfully 
taken out their first new banning orders 
to protect the victims of domestic abuse. 

Last week, officers from Bridgend were granted 
new powers to ban a suspect from returning to their 
own home if a victim and children are believed to be 
under threat. 

Previously, it was the victim and children who had 
to leave the family home. 

The Domestic Violence Protection Order (DVPO) 
was issued on July 10 by magistrates in Bridgend 
after an application by Bridgend officers. A second 
application for DVPO was then issued by Bridgend 
magistrates on July 11. 

A police spokeswoman said: “The new process 
builds on existing police measures, providing 
immediate emergency protection for a victim, giving 
protected space for them to explore the options 
available to them and make informed decisions 
regarding their safety. 

“The notice can be authorised by an officer or 
Superintendent rank or above and the case will be 
presented before a magistrate within 48 hours of it 
being served. 

“If magistrates decide to authorise a DVPO, the 
order can last between 14 and 28 days. In 
conjunction with the issuing of a DVPO, the police 
will also refer the victim to Victim Support. Victim 


Support will then contact the victim to conduct a 
needs assessment to see what help and support they 
require. Where specific needs are identified, they 
will put them in touch with an independent domestic 
violence adviser.” 

Chief Inspector Jason James explained: 
“Sometimes domestic violence is reported to us but 
there is insufficient evidence to bring a charge, at 
least this gives the victims breathing space of up to 
28 days. 

“Sadly, in the past it was the victim and their 
children who had to move to keep them safe. 
Thankfully that may not be the case now. 

“In the past, the suspect has been released without 
any restrictions, now domestic violence protection 
notices can be authorised by a Superintendent before 
a suspect leaves custody. This can result in banning 
the suspect from the victim’s address, or the area 
around it.” 

The first DVPO was granted on July 10 against a 
46-year-old male. The order runs for 28 days and is 
a result of an alleged domestic violence incident. 

Inspector Justin Evans added: “DVPOs are an 
emergency measure to protect victims from 
immediate violence and our officers are being 
encouraged to use the new orders and notices as and 
when appropriate. This change is a powerful new 
step to help police protect victims.” 


The new Domestic Violence Protection Orders 
comes after the introduction of Clare’s Law which is 
a scheme that allows police to disclose historic 
information about violence. The DVPO is intended 
to protect families from becoming new victims of 
attack. 


‘TAKE MEASURES TO PROTECT 
YOUR OUTDOOR EQUIPMENT’ 


SOUTH Wales Police are 
advising people to take 
measures to protect their 
gardening equipment, 
tools, bikes and barbecues. 

Deborah Elward, crime 
reduction advisor for Bridgend 
and the Vale, explained: “Thieves 
will generally take the easiest 
option when considering breaking 
into a shed, outbuilding or home 
and security measures, such as 


motion-activated lighting can 
deter any would be thief. 

“However, there are other ways 
to protect your home and garden. 

“Gravel paths and drives are a 
good way of cheaply and 
unobtrusively discouraging a thief 
from entering your garden. 

“Gravel makes a loud noise 
when stepped on which carries 
well at night and may wake the 
home owners, neighbours or a 
dog. 


“Don’t leave items in your 
garden that could make the life of 
a thief any easier. For example, a 
ladder left out in your garden 
could be used to get into the upper 
floor of your home or onto the top 
of your shed. 

“Likewise, other tools and 
gardening equipment left outside 
could be used to break into your 
home. Just taking a few minutes 
to lock these items away will 
greatly increase your security.”

PORTHCAWL Male Choir 
choristers were shocked and 
saddened to learn of the 
sudden untimely passing of 
their popular president and 
former chairman, Gian Davies. 

A native of west Wales, he came 
from a farming family but, unlike his 
brother who ultimately ran the family 
farm, Gian chose teaching as his 
lifetime career. 

His chosen field was the education 
of profoundly deaf children. In the 
early days, such children were 
educated outside mainstream 
education, and Gian did much within 
the scope of his influence to bring such 
children into the educational system. 

His early career was centred in the 
north of England, where he met and 
married a girl from Wigan, Barbara, 
who was his lifelong partner until she 
sadly passed away 11 years ago. 

Gian and Barbara moved back to 
Wales in the early 1960s when 
specialist deaf education units in 
schools were being pioneered by the 
former Glamorgan education authority. 
They settled initially in Briton Eerry, 
before moving to Porthcawl in 1964. 

On the reorganisation of local 
government in 1974, Gian was 
appointed as the Mid Glamorgan 
Education Authority’s county advisor 
for the hearing impaired. 

He always took an active role in the

town’s activities. He and Barbara 
joined the Arlington Place Presbyterian 
Church, where he eventually became 
an elder. He was the treasurer of the 
town’s civic fund, and became a board 
member of the Glamorgan Holiday 
homes. 

He was also a past chairman of 
Probus and a member of the Choral 
Society. After retirement he continued 
working for a time as a part time 
inspector of special needs schools. 

His role as a founder member of 
Porthcawl Male choir was recognised 
in 2005 when the choir was celebrating 
its 25th birthday. He and four other 
founder members were granted life 
membership. 

Gian had served as chairman until 
the mid 1990s, after which he was 
appointed president, a post he held 
until his untimely and sudden death 
last Saturday (July 19). 

He is survived by his two daughters 
Heather and Joy and two 
granddaughters.

Councils 
join forces 
in bid to 
save cash 


THE Vale Council, 
BCBC and Cardiff 
Council intend to 
cut costs by 
running a joint 
regulatory service 
covering trading 
standards, 
environmental 
health and 

licensing. 

A business case has 
been prepared by 
consultants WS Atkins, 
with a plan on how the 
new service will be 
structured, and a period 
of consultation with 
staff, trade unions and 
councillors is now 
underway. 

Any final decision 
will be made by the 
cabinet and the full 
council of each of the 
three local authorities. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) chief executive 
Darren Mepham, who 
has taken on the role of

project sponsor, said: “In 
the times of austerity, it’s 
clear that all local 
authorities need to adapt 
to change to provide 
good quality services at 
a lower cost. 

“It is an exciting 
opportunity to work with 
other councils to deliver 
these services, given the 
financial pressures that 
we all face. 

“This is one of a 
number of collaborative 
projects which will be 
taken forward as local 
authorities adapt to 
change in the current 
challenging economic 
and social climate”. 

The business case that 
has been put before the 
councils says that 
savings of £1.38 million 
could be made, spread 
across the three councils. 

At present, they spend 
a total of £9.82 million. 


Cardiff spends the most 
(£5.53 million) while 
Bridgend spends £2.25 
million. The Vale 
Council spends £2.03 
million. 

However, the report 
also says that a new IT 
system will be needed. 

The Vale has been 
singled out as the likely 
base for the operation. 
Although Bridgend 
could offer the lowest 
running costs, the 
expense incurred by 
asking staff to relocate 
appears to be lowest in 
the Vale. 

There will, says the 
report, still be satellite 
offices in each of the 
three councils so that the 
public can meet officers 
face to face. 

If there is agreement 
about the new scheme, a 
chief officer will be 
appointed in September 

2014, and staff will start 
transferring in April 

2015.

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BRAVE BETH TAKES HER CANCER 
BATTLE TO HANOVER CLINIC

CANCER and comedy are not usually 
obvious bedfellows. But last week, as 
former midwife and cancer sufferer Beth 
Margetson received treatment in the 
controversial Hyperthermia Clinic in 
Hanover, it was her trademark sideways 
look at life - along with the many friends 
who were out there supporting her - which 
was her main buffer against the sometimes 
gruelling treatment. 

“I took cakes into the clinic today and, as I can’t 
speak German, I announced in the full waiting room, 
in Welsh mode, that I had brought them a bag ‘mit’ 
(with) cacen. Half the room looked horrified and the 
other half were hysterical. 

“Carmen, the nurse was crying laughing and told 
me what I’d just said: that I had brought them a bag of 
poo (kacke)! A bit of a faux pas, you could say, but I 
am bonding through laughter”. 

Beth’s stay and daily treatment was punctuated 
during the three weeks by the arrival of friends and 
supporters, popping up almost conveyor-belt style. 

Fellow midwife Bev Poulton flew out with Beth 
and her 16-year-old daughter Ffion, to be joined later 
by Kay Sheridan and Philippa Horton from Balkwills 
Chemist. Husband Chris, behind Beth all the way, 
stayed at home to look after Peter, Beth’s dad. 

I arrived, in reporter mode, on the day that Kay and 
Philippa left, to be swiftly joined the next day by 
Linda Johnson, a colleague and friend from Bridgend 
College, where Beth teaches health and social care. 

During the last week, midwife Angela Hopkin and 
her sister-in-law Sally, completed the chain of 
supporters. 

“I couldn’t have done this without you all,” says 
Beth, a little tearful. “You’ve been such a help to me 
and to Ffion, who is going through so much. Thank 
you all so much. I don’t know how I can ever repay 
you”. 

Beth, of course, has already repaid her wellwishers 
a hundred times over with her indomitable spirit, 
tenacity and the ability to see a silver lining every step 
of the way. 

During my three days there, despite the traumas 
Beth had to endure - having your whole body heated 
up to over 40 degrees while lying stock still for nearly 
three hours inevitably takes its toll - she quipped her 
way through every challenge: 

“I’ve got to have this anal probe to take my 
temperature while I lie here. I’m covered in tin foil 
from top to toe. All I need is a sprig of thyme in my 
mouth as well and I’m like a Bernard Matthews 
turkey!” 

Such levity, of course, belies the seriousness of 
Beth’s situation. Beth, who has battled her metastatic 
breast cancer since her diagnosis in 2012, has 32 
tumours in her liver and cancer throughout her bones. 

She has already had her lymph nodes, her ovaries

and one breast removed. Her battle to receive a life¬ 
extending drug, Afinitor, denied her by the NHS, has 
already been well documented here. 

Tireless fundraising meant that she was eventually 
able to buy the “£100 a pop” medication. When she 
was first diagnosed, she was given six months to live. 
But, like her own mother, who lived for 23 years with 
her own cancer - astoundingly without any treatment 
- Beth is determined to defy such prognoses and the 
system which advocates such terminal diagnoses and 
hopelessness. 

As soon as I arrived, I was met with her usual 
stemwinder-style oratory, which has galvanised the 
people in her hometown: 

“In Wales, I have been in a system of care which is 
paternalistic and is driven by funding and statistics. I 
have come here to a place that is driven by love and 
hope. 

“It’s not about when and how we’ll die, but how we 
are going to live. They are treating me as a person and 
loolang at my illness holistically. I’m not just a breast. 
I’m not just a liver. 

“Since I’ve been here, I haven’t once heard the 
word ‘ death’. I am going to live - and what’s more. 
I’m going to change the culture that creates such fear 
and desperation”. 

Kay, who witnesses recently diagnosed cancer 
patients coming into the pharmacy regularly, endorses 
Beth’s attitude: “If you go to the doctor in Wales with 
cancer, they can almost frighten you to death. I’ve 
seen how the approach here gives people confidence. 

“They’ve treated Beth as a human being and shown 
her what she already knows - that you don’t have to 
give up”. 

But this method, which is not without its critics, 
comes at a price. Beth’s trip - funded by the 
generosity of local people - amounts to over £20,000. 
The weekly combination of hyperthermia, bio¬ 
resonance, ozone therapy and counselling costs 4,000 
euros, with travel, food and accommodation and daily 
prescriptions for an array of herbal and alternative 
preparations on top. 

Beth’s decision to access this treatment has met 
with resistance from many of the routine doctors she 
has seen and it is not acknowledged as an effective 
method by the NHS or by leading cancer charities in 
the UK. I asked Dr. Wolf, the clinic’s founder, who 
has a background in psychiatry from Heidelberg 
University, whether there was proof that hyperthermia 
worked: 

“Yes, of course. I’ve been practising it for over 30 
years. There have been studies done. But I don’t like 
to talk about survival rates. 

“We are interested in the quality of a patient’s life. 
I would hope that Mrs. Margetson’s tumours will not 
grow any bigger, so that she can live a few more 
years. But it is impossible to predict exactly how long 
someone will live. 

“It depends on how they got their cancer and many 
other factors. We look at the body, mind and soul”. 

Was he bothered by the critics? “No. I am used to 
it. The problem is that traditional methods, like 
chemotherapy, are all bound up with a multi-million 
euro industry. It’s all politics and money. 

“You have to contend with the ‘pharma-mafia’. 
And trying to get both sides of medicine - the 
alternative and the orthodox - to agree is like trying to 
create harmony between Israel and Palestine. You 
used to be able to get this treatment via our 
Krankenkasse (German health insurance), but it was 
stopped in 2004, due to the cost”. 

Does he not think that chemotherapy and other 
orthodox methods have their place? 

“Yes, but I’m not a friend of chemo. If you look at 
those flowers over there.... if they were wilting, you 
wouldn’t pour poison on them, would you? And that’s 
what chemotherapy essentially is”. 

The cli ni c does, in fact, administer a low-dose form 
of chemotherapy, called Insulin Potentation Therapy. 
Again, this has been criticised as an ineffective and 
even dangerous treatment, with caveats noted on both 
Wikipedia and Quackwatch. 

The same goes for bio-resonance, which uses 
electromagnetic waves to diagnose deficiencies and 
surpluses in a patient. When Beth has her session, she 
is told that she has too much acidity and lead in her 


body and a deficiency of Vitamin C. 

During my three day stay, Beth is also prescribed 
Vitamin B17, which comes from the stones of apricots 
and other fruits. It is not authorised for sale in the EU 
and banned by the FDA in the US. 

I push Alexander Meister, International Patient 
Care Manager at the clinic, sitting by Dr. Wolf to 
translate, for further evidence of their treatment’s 
efficacy. Given the extent of Beth’s cancer, how long 
would they expect she can survive? 

“We hope that Mrs Margetson will live as long as 
she wishes to. Having said that, and knowing what we 
know about cancer, we see her coming as a first step 
into a new direction she is undertaking. 

“Time will tell us if her goal to see her daughter 
studying can be replaced by the goal to raise her 
grandchildren. Because we are all individual, with 
different genes, living backgrounds, dietary 
preferences etc, we’d rather focus on extending their 
living (sic) expectancy, than on curing cancer. 

“A nearly impossible, but reachable task. There is a 
study on our website which shows that liver cancer 
patients who have hyperthermia have a 250 per cent 
greater chance of finding health than those who do 
not”. 

Of “finding health”? “Yes. The study was carried 
out by Dr. Sasz for SEER. It means that these patients 
who have hyperthermia have a 250 per cent greater 
chance of extending their lives than those who don’t”. 

I ask Alexander, a welcoming, warm young man, 
with a degree in European Business Management 
from Cardiff, how he deals with the critics. 

“I agree with Dr. Wolf. You’ll never get the 
conventional doctors and the alternative ones to agree. 
We both talk medicine. But it’s like a nuclear and a 
solar engineer. They both “talk electricity”, but from a 
completely different perspective. 

“In the UK, I hear that patients are constantly told 
how long they have to hve. What hope is there left 
when you do that? We’d rather say...how do you 
strengthen the immune system? Let’s look at the 
patients’ nutrition. 

“We offer a palette of treatments and it’s hard to say 
which one works. We’re not allowed to use the word 
‘cure’. It’s even banned in America. We’re not God, 
so we don’t know how long an individual has. But we 
don’t lay our hands on a patient when they come 
through our door and say everything is gone. 
Everyone in the clinic here swears on an oath” . 

So their hopes for Beth? 

“In an ideal scenario, Mrs. Margetson will live until 
she is 80. Yes, that has happened”. He hesitates. “But 
of course, it is not the norm”. 

When I push him regarding efficacy of 
hyperthermia, he adds: “Studies - the one I’ve just 
mentioned - show that liver cancer patients 
WITHOUT hyperthermia have a 250 per cent worse 
chance of prolonging their lives, of being cured, of 
being healthy again”. A mention, after all, of being 
cured. This is what Beth will cling to. 

Out in the waiting room, I meet other patients. 
There is a four-year-old boy from Poland waiting for 
treatment with his parents. He has a sarcoma on his 
lower leg. The clinic is forbidden by law from treating 
German children. 

Next to them sits a 44-year- old man from Ireland, 
whom Beth has befriended during her stay. “Jim” has 
been ill for over four years, with bowel cancer 
initially, which has now metastasised into his liver, 
lungs and aorta. 

Unlike Beth, he is withdrawn and exhausted 
looking. The father of three teenage daughters has 
already travelled to a private cli ni c in Mexico -“not 
much good - they only took some blood and didn’t do 
much else” - and claims that he rid himself of most of 
his cancer a year ago simply by consuming 
wheatgrass. 

“That sort of cancer therapy is big in Ireland”. This 
time around, however, that method has failed to work. 
He sits staring at the floor, sipping the liver-cleansing 
tea provided by the clinic, his enormous eyes hollow 
and tired within his gaunt face. 

“This method has got to work, hasn’t it?” he says 
quietly.“Just look at all the new people walking 
through the door every day. I’m annoyed that my 
tumour markers have gone up since I’ve been here. 
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The monitoring equipment shows that 
Beth^s body temperature has been taken 
up to 42.5 degrees Celsius.

but they’ve told me that this is common mid-treatment 
and that I shouldn’t worry”. 

Beth has taken “Jim” under her wing, bolstering 
him with her positive outlook, endlessly entertaining 
approach, supplies of organic food-and utter faith. 

“Don’t you worry about that. It’s due to a flare or 
spike in levels in response to the treatment. It doesn’t 
mean anything. Come on, now Jim. Let’s get a bit 
more positive, shall we?”. 

During my three days with Beth, she undergoes a 
catalogue of treatments: as well as the Vitamin C 
infusions, ozone therapy in which her own blood is 
infused with oxygen then reinserted into her body and 
bio-resonance therapy. There is the local 
hyperthermia directly on to her liver and the much 
less tolerable whole body hyperthermia. 

Coffee enemas are recommended, an approach 
pioneered as part of the much-criticised Gerson 
therapy. Beth is adamant that this holistic approach is 
the way forward. 

“I have a degree in Public Health and I’m a 
qualified nurse and midwife. I know how to research 
things -and I wouldn’t have come here at a cost of 
£25,000 if I didn’t think it was going to work. I’m a 
bit of a pariah though with the doctors back home. 
Conventional oncologists will do anything wit hi n 
their power to make you not go ”. 

I sit with Beth during one of her hyperthermia 
sessions, taking over briefly from Efion, who has been 
resolutely beside Beth, every step of the way. 
Suspended on a hammock, over an infra-red lamp, 
Beth soon gets hotter and hotter and is literally 
dripping with sweat. It is uncomfortable to watch, but 
Beth, full of resolve and her unshakeable faith, still 
manages to talk: 

“ The hotter I get, the more agitated I become. But 
I’m better this week. I was hysterical last week. I close 
my eyes and lie here and just visualise the tumours 
popping. I’m okay. I’m okay”. 

Hyperthermia as a treatment has its roots in ancient 
Egypt, Greece and Rome. Liquids heated up to a 
vapour on stones and bricks were used to treat what 
was probably breast cancer. It has been referred to by 
some as the “fourth leg” of cancer treatment, but it is 
still not recognised as a mainstream option and lacks 
regulation. 

But there are doctors who acknowledge its 
benefits. A few months ago, Beth consulted Justin 
Stebbing, Professor of Cancer Medicine at Imperial 
College, London, much in the news lately regarding 
his views on immunotherapy, which he believes is the 
way forward in the war against cancer. 

Stebbing has written about hyperthermia treatment 
in the medical journal. The Lancet: “There’s a lot of 
evidence that hyperthermia can work. 

“The few, but impressive trails are evidence that 
this is not just anecdotal technology, but one that 
warrants continued investments and investigation. 
The studies’ improvements in tumour responses 
would generally be hailed a success had they been a 
pharmaceutical product.

“Hyperthermia requires trained personnel and 
speci^ised equipment. Scepticism is often justified 
but data is increasing and the design of ongoing 
studies is robust. It is time that this technology is given 
the attention it deserves”. 

I ring Dr Stebbing for a chat. He is the only doctor 
who is willing to talk to me, despite weeks of trying to 
access an opinion from the conventional arm of 
medicine: 

“The problem is that there is no standardised 
technique for this kind of therapy yet. So it has not 
done itself any favours. We don’t have comprehensive 
data yet - but what is there is promising. Hyperthermia 
is closer to conventional medicine than Chinese 
medicine and you can use it next to any modality ”. 

The day I leave, I am given the opportunity to talk 
to another patient, 62-year-old Hannelore, from 
Germany. Diagnosed with breast cancer five years 
ago, she had a lumpectomy, then came to Hannover 
for this treatment. She remained cancer free for four 
years, but discovered a lump in her other breast last 
year. 

“I hadn’t cleansed my soul” she tells me gently. “I 
know why it came back”. Hannelore believes firmly in 
this method and comes to the cli ni c every two weeks 
for one day . 

“It is expensive, but chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy cost more. I’ll know when to stop 
coming. I know when I feel healed”. 

Biokrebs, the leading organisation in Germany 
dealing with “biological” and alternative cancer 
therapies states : “Concerning metastatic tumours of 
the liver, hyperthermia is excellent when combined 
with chemotherapy, increasing the remission rate by 
12 per cent. 

“It is not yet a widely acknowledged treatment in 
oncology, even though there are numerous clinical 
studies. Hopefully, the majority who still think that 
hyperthermia is the dead-end among oncology 
methods, might be convinced of the opposite and 
become less sceptical in the future”. 

Beth and I have a final meeting with Dr. Wolf. He 
tells her that the “few cancer cells she has are not 
going to kill her” and, extraordinarily, that “she can 
live a hundred years”. 


You can tell that this doctor has a background in 
psychiatry. To him, imparting the feelgood factor in 
his patients is key. And who are we to argue with that? 

Will Beth have a scan at the end of the three weeks? 
“No. She should go by how she feels. Go home and 
rest. Continue with our therapies. Then come back 
again in a couple of months”. 

To do that, a further £20,000 will need to be raised. 
Dr. Wolf tells me that the ideal course of treatment is 
“six weeks each time”, which would take the cost for 
Beth to nearer £40,000. 

When it’s time for me to go, Beth becomes tearful, 
as she has done when each group of visitors has left 
her. I reflect on my three days in Hannover with this 
extraordinary woman and her lovely young daughter 
and I bow to her ongoing bravery and courage. 

To her irrepressiWe positive outlook, her amazing 
sense of humour, her stoicism and her inspirational 
attitude. Yes, the German treatment is controversial 
and expensive, but - and here’s the mb - what price 
can you put on hope? 

And are our doctors, “the spineless sheep leading 
such a vital service” Beth refers to, simply closing 
their eyes to this non-dmg-based approach, when, in 
reality, if the trials are to be believed, it really can help 
eradicate some tumours? If the latter is the case, the 
need to act is urgent. 

One thing cancer sufferers - and that includes 
Beth - do not have on their side, is time. 
“Smokescreens and political claptrap needs to go” 
says Beth angrily. 

“There are people dying in droves because the 
doctors and specialists are in thrall to the dmg 
companies”. 

Just before I leave, I ask Beth if she has reassessed 
her goals since being there. 

“Yes, I have. I wanted to see Ffion get to University, 
but now I’m going to see her get married...may be 
divorced (giggles all round)...and I’m going to be there 
to see her through pregnancy and childbirth. 

“I’m going back to Wales now and I’m going to 
open up a juice bar - not much room in the vestry at 
TabemacI, but I’ll have a go. I’m going to tell people 
in Wales about this....where can you get a green juice 
in Wales? 

“You can get a Mcdonald’s on every comer, but not 
an organic juice! Here there are organic supermarkets 
everywhere. No wonder we are HI. And we’ve got to

stop all this fear and money...and Godless culture. I’m 
a testimony to faith. I’m in a good place”. 

In the background, in a now homely apartment 
littered with bulging fruit bowls, clothes and bottles of 
medication, Linda is making organic minestrone, to be 
served with gluten-free flatbread, oxygenated water 
and organic fresh fruit salad. 

Ffion is practising her ever-improving German, 
grinning from ear to ear. “Danke Schoen!” she 
chimps, proud of her linguistic aptitude and perhaps 
unaware of yet another coping mechanism she has 
developed. 

Beth, delivering irreverent comments machine-gun 
style, looks as radiant (“fabulous fuschia lipstick!”) as 
ever. Grabbing an organic orange, she starts planning 
a weekend trip to Berlin. 

When she gets there, she texts me: “My tumour 
markers are down by 300!”. Full of cancer she may be, 
but our Beth, unafraid of grappling with the Goliath 
that is our current medical system and unafraid of a 
disease she will not allow to conquer her, continues to 
be full of zest. 

Long may she - and the fundraising - continue.

Apes sequel one of the 
best films of the year! 


WHEN it was 
announced that the 
Planet of the Apes 
franchise was being 
revived with Rise of 
the Planet of the 
Apes in 2011, the 
auspices weren’t 
great, Tim Burton’s 
much-pilloried 2001 
‘re-imagining’ 
leaving a sour taste. 

The 2011 film, 
however, went on to 
achieve both critical and 
commercial acclaim, 
leaving audiences 
hungry to pick up the 
rise of Caesar and the 
simian community. 

With Matt Reeves 
(Cloverfield) taking over 
directorial duties from 
Rupert Wyatt, Dawn of 
the Planet of the Apes 
finds us 10 years on 
after events of the first 
film, with Caesar (Andy 
Serkis) leading the apes 
in a community of their 
own, while humanity has 
been struck down by a 
fatal flu. 

When a group of 
survivors, led by 
Malcolm (Jason Clarke), 
attempt to broker peace 
with the apes to live in 
harmony, it sets in chain 
events that could be 
deadly for both sides... 

The use of motion 
capture has risen and 
improved since its 
inception, with Rise of 
the Planet of the Apes 
benefiting from this 
early work, and also the 
skill of Andy Serkis and 
his ability to convey 
performance through this 
new technological 
technique. 

The art has been taken 
onto a whole new level 
with Dawn of the Planet 
of the Apes, but aside 
from the technological 
achievements on show, 
the film delivers the 
most intelligent 
blockbuster of the 
summer season, 
weighted with a 
narrative that wholly 
engages and transcends 
what could have been a 
gimmick-driven follow¬ 
up to a thoughtful film. 

In fact, it improves 
upon the building blocks 
set up by its progenitor. 

The marvelling at 
how incredibly rendered 
the apes are cannot be 
discounted, but it counts 
for nothing if the 
performances do not 
convince, and there are 
some astounding turns 
on show, the story being 
driven by the apes’ 
relationship with each 
other, as much as that of 
their relationship with 
humans. 

Andy Serkis has 
become the figurehead 
of this wave of motion- 
capture performance, but 
his performance as 
Caesar is simply 
incredible; you begin to 
forget just how much 
effort and work has gone 
into making the 
character visually 
impressive, but behind 
the computer effects lies 
a performance of noble 
power. 

Caesar is aptly named 
as he faces threats both 
from the outside world 
and from the 
gorgeously-realised 
woodland community 


the apes have called 
home, and Serkis offers 
a turn of wonderful 
subtlety, conveying 
emotion simply with a 
hand gesture or a facial 
tic. 

While the Oscar 
academy refuse to 
acknowledge this as an 
acting performance 
(what exactly it is 
otherwise is hard to 
fathom), you won’t find 
many better this year. 

Toby Kebbel, as 
Caesar’s right-hand ape 
Koba, is just as 
impressive, and it’s a 
strength of both the 
performance, and the 
writing, that while a 
darker character, he 
never explicity plays the 
villain of the piece, his 
behaviour wrong, but 
justified. 

The relationship 
between the two is 
almost Shakespearean, 
and anchors the story, 
the moral arguments the 
jumping off point. 

The human cast feel a 
touch underdone by 
comparison but a good 
turn from Jason Clarke 
(a vastly under-rated 
actor) is the pick of the 
bunch, with the rest 
solid but underwritten. 

The script’s decision 
to put intelligence and

spectacle together 
benefits the film greatly, 
the story carrying punch 
and avoiding clearly 
delineated ‘heroes’ and 
‘villains’; there are those 
on both sides of the 
human/ape divide. 

Matt Reeves’ 
direction is perhaps the 
most surprisingly 
pleasing aspect of the 
film; each shot is 
wonderfully constructed, 
while the action 
moments not only are 
incredibly realised, 
given the effort 
involved, but also pack a 
punch. 

An ape attack 
two/thirds of the way 
through the film is 
stunningly shot, so good 
that the actual climax 


itself feels a little 
cliched, but Reeves’ 
stock should no doubt 
rise after such an 
impressive display. 

While there are some 
story moments that feel 
a little too predictable, 
you’ll be hard-pressed to 
exit another film this 
year so impressed by its 
technological 
achievement. That it’s 
married to strong 
performances and 
wonderful direction 
makes Dawn of the 
Planet of the Apes one 
of the strongest films of 
the year so far. 

VERDICT - There’s 
no monkeying around 
here - while you can’t 
help but be blown away 
by the effect work on 
display. Dawn of the 
Planet of the Apes 
thrives on executing the 
fundamentals of 
storytelling, delivering 
an epic and emotional 
new chapter to the 
franchise. Andy Serkis’ 
performance will draw 
deserved praise, but with 
Matt Reeves’ directorial 
scope, this is a 
tremendous film. Highly 
recommended.

Question: After work 
I just don’t have the 
energy to do sport, 
what should I do?

capabilities which were 
vital for my panniers, 
which were filled with 23 
days of supplies. I cycled 
80 per cent on road and 
20 per cent off road.

Sully remembers war sacrifice 



IN December 2013, it 
was suggested that 
members of Sully U3A’s 
local history group 
research the lives of the 
eight men from Sully who 
died in World War One. 

Their names are recorded on 
the memorial tablet in St John 
Baptist Church. There is also a 
stained glass window in the 
church dedicated to the conflict. 

The project was led by Kathy 
Beach, who used material from 
the internet, the library and 
Glamorgan Records Office, and 
also research previously 
undertaken by villager Viv 
John. 

A visit to the churchyard 
provided evidence of another 
three casualties, and these men 
were also included. 

Sully USA helped produce a 
booklet bringing together this 
research. An appeal was made 
in the local press for 
information, especially from 
relatives of the men. 

Mandy Best, a teacher at 
Sully Primary School and a 


family member of one of the 
casualties, organised a ‘Design 
a Medal’ competition. The 
entries were judged by three 
Sully USA members. 

The organisation sponsored 
prizes for the children and a 
donation to the school. 

The winners visited the 
church, met the Priest in 
Charge, Rev Jon Ormrod; saw 
the memorial tablet, the stained 
glass window and two 
gravestones where casualties 
are remembered on their 
parents’ graves. The children 
also planted poppy seeds. 

The 40-page booklet. Sully 
Remembers 1914-1918, 

contains an introduction to the 
village just before the war, 
individual stories of the 
casualties in chronological 
order, a brief description of the 
medals of the war and the 
winning entry of Sully Primary 
School’s competition. 

It ensures that Sully’s 
casualties are recorded for 
posterity - not only their names 
but also who they were and 
when, where and why they died. 

The booklet will be available
